But by springtime this year, 
PAC leaders knew school clubs 
might be in jeopardy when fund- 
raising efforts hit a dead-end. 
The group was forced to cancel 
Casino Night last march, a 
$20,000 revenue maker the pre- 
vious year, because of a large 
drop off in ticket sales. 

In September, Costagliola 
said the PAC did not have any 
money for clubs. A Red Sox 
tickets raffle two weeks ago pro- 
vided about $2,000. But with 45 
clubs to sustain, PAC needs to 
raise about $28,000 more. 

Instituting user fees has been 
one suggestion to help keep 
clubs alive. 


“We're very frustrated that the 
clubs are in jeopardy at the high 
school,” said David Samuels, a 
member of the School Commit- 
tee and a parent with three chil- 
dren in Andover Public Schools, 
two at AHS, 

“Clubs are part of the overall 
experience and resumé of high 
school students. It’s upsetting 
that the school budget is so limit- 
ed that we can’t fund everything 
that we want to fund,” he said, 
“But the reality is in dollars and 
cents. There is a $250 fee for ath- 
letics. Typically, the same kids 
that are heavy into athletics are 
not into clubs. If we charge a 
small fee, less than $30 to partic- 


defray club costs by continuing 
to contribute around $6,000, and 
each of the 900 kids participat- 
ing in clubs paid a fee of about 
$25 to $30, Samuels believes the 
Stress of funding clubs each year 
could be alleviated. 

“I would have no issue paying 
a fee,” said resident Susan Lucci, 
whose daughter is a freshman. 
“My daughter’s involved in a 
couple of clubs right now and it 
has given her a chance to get to 
know the (school) community 
better. I don’t think anyone 
wants to have a fee, but if it’s a 
matter of paying for the clubs or 
not having them at all, a $30 fee 
is really low for what the clubs 
are worth.” 


Lucci, who has another stu- 
dent enrolled at Doherty Middle 
School, is already paying a $75 
fee for middle-school club par- 
ticipation. Other towns, said 
Lucci, have also implemented 
activity fees to keep clubs from 
disappearing in schools. 

The PAC president believes 
that adding another fee, in addi- 
tion to transportation, parking 
and athletics, should drive par- 
ents to debate the meaning of a 
free and public education. 

“I understand that (fees) 
might seem like an easy fix,” 
Costagliola said. “But if parents 
keep on letting it happen, we're 
saying that it’s OK to continue 


tacked on to clubs, Costagliola 
said more fund-raising events are 
needed. Out of the funds PAC 
tries to raise each year for clubs, 
at least $29,000 goes to paying 
teachers’ stipends for running 
clubs, said Costagliola. Once 
teachers are paid, remaining bal- 
ances have been set aside for the 
following year. PAC has also 
funded club wish lists, which 
include items requested by clubs 
to help get them off the ground 
and reining. 

“We want to hold the line on 


fees and eventually abolish them, « 


not add more,” Costagliola said. 
“Because even if we lose five 
kids that can’t afford to pay a fee, 
it’s five too many.” 


Better water is Main goal 


By Greta Cuyler 

A nearly century-old water 
pipe that runs along North Main 
Street is being cleaned and 
lined with cement to improve 
people’s drinking water. The 
town says the project will be 
completed by Thanksgiving. 

This should address water- 
quality issues reported by resi- 
dents on North Main Street and 
nearby side streets, said Direc- 
tor of Public Works Jack 
Petkus. Residents have com- 
plained about discolored water. 

Workers are digging up the 
stretch of road between Stevens 


Street and Elm Square. The 
project will cost about 
$500,000 and is funded through 
appropriations made at Town 
Meeting during the past couple 
of years. 

“It’s a matter of concern. 
People want clean water,” said 
Petkus. 

The project is meant to 
address several specific issues. 

First, the town will repair a 
year-old water pipe that burst 
under the railroad bridge, 
across from Wild Oats. When 
the break occurred, workers 
sealed one end of the pipe, 


causing stagnant and discolored 
water. This project will “loop” 
sections of pipe back together 
and keep the water moving. 
Second, the town will line 
the North Main Street pipe with 
concrete to eliminate rust 
buildup in the pipe and mini- 
mize discoloration. Unlined 
water pipes such as the one on 
North Main Street cause rusty, 
discolored water, said Petkus. 
Finally, the work will con- 
nect residents of Sweeney 
Court, a private road, to town 
water. Sweeney Court home- 
owners receive their water from 
a local fire hydrant currently.

Math scores rose across the district, but 
reading and English scores dipped in the ele- 
mentary schools, this year’s Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System results 
show. 

The higher math scores are a result of the 
district's three-year-old math curriculum, 
Bach said. The program, which some par- 
ents resisted, calls for more consistency 
among courses at the elementary, middle 
and high schools. Some parents said they 
believed it did not challenge top performing 
students. 

“When you change programs, people are 
concerned,” Bach said. “Obviously, there’s a 
lot on the line.” 

The change seems to have paid off, as all 
but one grade level at one school - eighth 
grade at Doherty Middle — posted higher 
scores than last year. Doherty’s scores 
showed a slight decrease. 

The Department of Education had placed 
Wood Hill Middle School on a watch list for 
a lack of improvement in eighth grade math. 
The school did meet its target this year but 
has to do so two years in a row to get off the 
list. 

MCAS has four categories of scoring: 
advanced, proficient, needs improvement 
and warning/failing. Under the federal No 
Child Left Behind Act, schools must show 
continued improvement every year, with a 
goal of having all students score in the 
advanced or proficient categories by 2014. 

In Massachusetts, students must pass the 
math and English tests to graduate from high 
school. 

Bach cautioned that some of the state’s 
MCAS scores for Andover may be incorrect. 
School officials identified about a dozen stu- 
dents who either took the test but did not get 
credit for taking it or who were counted as 
part of Andover’s scores but did not attend 
school in town. Those mistakes could affect 
a school’s overall performance, Bach said. 
She has contacted the Department of Educa- 
tion and is awaiting corrections. 

“We're very concerned that the data is not 
accurate now,” she said. 

Students take the math test in grades four, 
six, eight and 10. Doherty and West middle 
schools each saw 7 percent increases over 
last year in their numbers of sixth-graders 
scoring advanced or proficient. 

“I don’t think it’s just one thing,” Doher- 
ty Principal Bruce Maki said. “I think it’s a 
combination of critical ingredients, those 
three critical ingredients being: We have 
capable students, motivated parents and a 
supportive community.” 

Students take the reading test in third 
grade and the English language arts test in 
grades four, seven and 10. Scores in third 
and fourth grade were down this year, but 
the upper grades showed some improve- 
ment. At Bancroft Elementary School, the 
percentage of fourth-graders scoring 
advanced or proficient dropped from 75 last 
year to 61 this year. 

“Tt certainly got our attention when we 
saw the score,” Principal Scott Morrison 
said. 

When this year’s fourth-graders took the 
reading test last year as third-graders, 87 per- 
cent scored advanced or proficient. The 
fourth-grade test emphasizes writing more, 
and Morrison suspects that may be why their 


scores dropped so significantly.

“It looks as though the long 
composition part of the test is 
where they had some troubles,” 
he said. 

Morrison will work with 
teachers and specialists to find out 
exactly what test questions 
tripped up students and adjust the 
curriculum to address those 
issues, he said. 

“MCAS is just one of the 
many tools Bancroft and other 
schools are and should be using 
to really gauge where they are,” 
said Sue Cobb, co-president of 
the Bancroft Parent-Teacher 
Organization. “I don’t think (the 
test scores are) something that we 
as a parent group need to get 


overly excited about.” 

Bill Pennington, president of 
West Middle School's Parent 
Advisory Council, agreed. He 
warned against using the results 
to compare schools or districts 
and said the town’s steady 
improvement is what’s really 
important. 

“It’s going to go up, and it’s 
going to go down, but that overall 
trend is what the people in town 
move here for,” he said. 

At the high school, 84 percent 
of 10th-graders scored proficient 
or advanced in math, a slight 
increase over last year. A similar 
number of students scored in the 
top two categories in English. 

In both English and math, just

3 percent of students failed. That 
figure includes special education 
students placed in out-of-district 
programs and students in foreign 
exchange programs, neither of 
whom take the MCAS, Principal 
Peter Anderson said. 

“(The number of students who 
actually failed) is probably a lot 
closer to 1 percent, maybe even 
less than | percent,” he said. 

The school does not specifical- 
ly target the 12 or 13 percent of 
students who scored in the needs 
improvement category. Anderson 
believes those students will gain 
the skills needed to succeed later 
in their high school careers, but 
that improvement will not show 
up on MCAS test results.

Phillips Academy students might not have the same 
emotional connection to the Memorial Bell Tower as their 
predecessors, but they are looking forward to seeing it com- 
pleted and hearing bells ring from its newly replaced belfry. 

lhe tower, created in 1923 to memorialize 85 alumni 
vho died in World War I, struck a personal note with stu- 
lents in the years following the devastating global conflict, 
‘The Memorial Tower that now adorns the Andov er cam- 
dus is bound to crystallize the sentiment and grip the hearts 
1 all Andover men,” said then-Headmaster Alfred Sterns, 
ibout the sentiment still surrounding the structure in the 
1930s. The habitual tolling of the bronze bells served to 
egulate the pace of life on the Andover campus, and 
ecame a reliable and familiar fixture in the hectic lives of 
| Phillips Academy students. 

Three generations later, the tower remains a prominent 
ind symbolic campus landmark. But current Phillips stu- 
lents lack the same emotional attachment to the memorial 
is their post-World War | counterparts, Silent since 1989, 
he bell and its brassy sounds no longer mark the hours,

Barbara Chase allowed seniors to create a time capsule to 
be buried in the foundation of the new tower and dug up 
100 years later. 

“It is a nice gesture, but it does not completely make up 
for the glaring absence,” student-body president Daniel 
Adler expressed at the time. 

Many longtime faculty members also retain a sentimen- 
tal nostalgia for the aging tower. Several shared fond 
memories of Sally Slade Warner’s classical renditions on 
the carrilen, and eagerly anticipate the chiming of the bells 
in the future. Still, for most teachers. this affection is 
derived from the historical significance of the tower, rather 
than from personal connections. 

Whatever one’s attachment to the tower, faculty and stu- 
dents alike do seem to share a sense of giddy excitement for 
the completion of the bell tower’s renovation. Although fas- 
cinated by the spectacle of its piecemeal disassembly, the 
Andover community is ready for the symbolic structure to 
grace the campus again. 

“I never really gave much thought to the bell tower 
before it was torn down. But, now that it’s almost back up, 
I'm eager to see it finished,” said Caroline Pires, a member 
of the class of 2006.

Finer MADE ITS REPUTATION over the years not 
just on its ability to educate children, but on its 
ability to prepare for the future. Zoning the areas 
around Interstate 93 and Route 495 for industry is 
just one way the town looked ahead and created a 
better future.

charge of attempting to commit a 
crime (breaking and entering). 
By doing so, the defendants 
were agreeing that, had the case 
gone to trial, there would be 
enough evidence for a jury to 
retum delinquent findings. 

The boys’ defense attorney 
sought to have the cases contin- 
ued without findings while the 
Commonwealth wanted the boys 
to be found delinquent and com- 
mitted to state custody until their 
[8th birthdays, according to 
Steve O'Connell, spokesman for 
the Essex County District Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The boys have two months to 
make restitution to Loscutoff in 
the amount of $2,243 for 
destroying property, and $680 to 
neighbor Arthur Gonzalves for 
smashing up his truck. 

Also as part of their proba- 
tion, the boys are to remain in 
counseling and therapy as deter- 
mined by their therapists and the 
probation department. A require- 
ment of their treatment calls for 
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all three teens to enter and com- 
plete the AniCare Child Model, 
a specialized 12- to 15-week 
program tailored to deal with 
juveniles who abuse animals, 
O'Connell said. 

The AniCare Child Model is 
the first published treatment 
approach that focuses exclusive- 
ly on juvenile cruelty to animals. 
Now used in 30 states, it focuses 
on two goals: empathy develop- 
ment and self management. 

The judge also ordered the 
boys to perform 120 hours of 
community service at the 
MSPCA in Lawrence or 
Methuen, or at a similar agency, 
and to complete the Anti-Semi- 
tism class in the Juvenile Justice 
Program at the District Attor- 
ney’s Office. They must remain 
drug- and alcohol-free and are 
subject to random urine screens. 

“The judge’s decision sounds 
right,” said Jack Drewry, a pro- 
fessor of juvenile case law at the 
Massachusetts School of Law in 
Andover. “I’m glad to know that 
judges are looking for ways to 
sentence juveniles that go to the 
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root of the problem. These class- 
es will be more meaningful to 
(the boys) in the long term than 
punishing them in ways that 
wouldn't really teach them any- 
thing about their actions.” 

Those actions were filmed 
beginning on Wednesday, May 
11 as two boys walked through 
the woods around Camp Ever- 
green. After finding a fishing 
rod, the boys took turns filming 
each other using it to beat some 
of Loscutoff’s pet chickens, said 
police. On Thursday, May 12, 
the two teens returned with a 
third boy and a backpack con- 
taining firecrackers, an aerosol 
can, a lighter, a knife and two 
pellet guns, said police. The 
video showed the boys beating 
the birds with lacrosse sticks, 
attempting to drown one in the 
camp pond and using a 
makeshift blowtorch to set 
another on fire. Loscutoff said 
one of the chickens was found 
with its head cut off. Three 
chickens died as a result of the 
attacks.

The boys also captured frogs 
and placed them in the center of 
a swastika they had spray paint- 
ed on the ground. Police said the 
teens “torched it alive,” and used 
firecrackers to blow up several 
baby frogs. 

After waiting five months for 
an apology, Loscutoff finally 
received one on Tuesday. 

“They read a prepared apolo- 
gy in front of the judge,” Loscut- 
off said. “It was better than noth- 
ing. I hope it was meaningful 
and true.” 

Loscutoff, who had previous- 
ly told the Townsman he just 
wanted the boys “to grow up to 
be good,” said even though he is 
trying to put the incident behind 
him, some images keep playing 
over in his mind. 

“The thing that was most dis- 
appointing happened when we 
caught the 14-year-old-boy on 
the property,” Loscutoff said. 
“We had his video camera and 
he said ‘I’m only 14, I don’t 
know any better.’ I hope he 
knows better.”

ously alleged by the Board of 
Selectmen and myself. After my 
presentation, with no other 
prompting or a request for infor- 
mation from the floor, Doherty 
decided to act in an official 
capacity in questioning the 
accuracy and veracity of the 
Board of Selectmen and my per- 
ception of the custom and prac- 
tice for the use of a “Special 
Town Meeting”; he did so by 
directing his remarks to my pre- 
sentation. It was that reason and 
that reason alone that I rose to 
request a “Point of Order.” 

In violation of Town Meeting 
rules, Doherty ignored the 
repeated request for a “Point of 
Order” when he “slammed 
down his gavel, loudly inform- 
ing Haynes that Doherty was 
not yet finished speaking”;

Long road to a cure 


Hughes will run first marathon for dad who di

Debbie Hughes is not an athlete. Before 
June, it had been at least five years since she 
had bothered to dust off her sneakers. 

But on Sunday, the 51 -year-old plans to put 
four months of endurance training to the test 
by running her first marathon. the Chicago 
Marathon. It is a 26.2-mile course through the 
heart of the windy city. Hughes said she is rac- 
ing for life, in memory of her father. Everett 
Sheldon. 

Sheldon died Friday, Sept. 23, after a long 
battle with diabetes, He was 77. 

“I’m running for him,” said Hughes, of 
Carisbrooke Street, who began training for the 
race on her father’s birthday in June. “Even 
though he didn’t make it to see me finish the

Describing her father as “patient,” “simple,” 
and “caring,” Hughes remembers Sheldon as

Dominating wins over rivals for A

The Andover High girls varsity volley- 
ball team got one of those proverbial King 
Kong-sized monkeys off its back — beating 
Chelmsford High for the first time in six 
years and handing the Lions their first Mer- 
rimack Valley Conference loss of the 2005 
season. 

The Lady Warriors won the match in 
convincing style, 3-1, before a vocal and 
bi-partisan SRO crowd at the Dunn Gym. 

“It was a fun match — more so because 
we won — with a lot of terrific back-and- 
forth action,” said AHS head coach George 
Sullivan. “We played Very strong, aggres- 
sive volleyball and every kid played with 
her head and heart.” 

Game scores were 25-19, 25-22, 20-25, 
25-17. 

“We dominated,” said Sullivan. “Except 
for the third game, when we panicked a bit, 
the match didn’t seem as close as the 
scores, 

“The crowd was really into it. People 
who came in after we started said they 
could hear the noise from the fans in the 
parking lot as they were walking up to the 
gym.” 


These teams have been archrivals for 
years — playing numerous close regular sea- 
son matches and waging a number of 
equally-tight Division | North Tournament 
battles. 

Chelmsford always managed to find a 
way to win, with none of the Andover set- 
backs more frustrating than last Novem- 
ber’s North Tournament championship 
final when the Lions rallied from a one- 
game deficit to squeeze out a 3-2 triumph 
and advance to the state semifinals. 

“T think that’s why our kids got nervous 
in the third game,” said Sullivan. “They 
remembered last year’s tourney match — 
and when Chelmsford took a big lead in the 
third game they were thinking ‘here we go 
again.’ But this time we got it back togeth- 
er in the fourth game.” 

AHS has dominated every other team in 
the MVC over the years, with coach Sulli- 
van’s up-to-the-minute career won-lost 
record a flashy 272-129 with four confer- 
ence titles, 17 tourney appearances, five 
North title matches and a 678 winning 
pecentage over the past two decades. 


But — to emphasize the magnitude of 


this win ~- Chelmsford beat Andover three 
times each of the last two years and had a 
15-match win streak against the Lady War- 
rors since the last Andover triumph, 2-0, 
on Oct. 13, 1999, 

That AHS team in "99 — Jed by Lindsey 
Pearson, Michelle Danis, Robin Young, 
Julianne Marvin, Michelle Leahy and 
Megan Pinksten — went 20-0 during the 
regular season and won 22 straight before 
you-know-who knocked them out of the 
North tourney, 3-2, in the title match.

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New Texan: Evacuation doesn’t work 


“We’re going back 
to the drawing board. 
With an earthquake or 
a major terrorist 
attack, we'd obviously 
have no warning. We 
haven’t looked at mass 
evacuation or tempo- 
rary housing for hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
people.”

During rush hour in Boston or any major 
city, an accident will tie up traffic for miles. 
On a major highway, when construction 
Closes a lane of traffic, backups can be seri- 
ous. We've all watched a movie or show 
Where a fictitious president is asked whether 
some large metropolitan area should be 
evacuated due to an impending terrible 
event. The presidents always hesitate, and 
for good reason. The people who create the 
fictional presidents have also seen hard traf- 
fic. 

I now live in Austin, Texas. Recently | 
saw firsthand how totally foolish it is to 
think a major city can be emptied overnight. 
Three days before Hurricane Rita was sup- 
posed to hit Houston, the evacuation of that 
city began. 

Houston is a three-hour drive from 
Austin. Within hours of the beginning of the 
evacuation, the Austin traffic was bumper- 
to-bumper. By the time the evacuation was 
24 hours old, gas stations between Houston 
and Austin were running out of gas. Drivers 
(many with entire families including their 
pets) waited 13 hours to reach Austin. 

By the 36-hour mark, there was no gas 
between the two cities and people were 
being left stranded with empty gas tanks. A 
high percentage of dutiful evacuees gave up 
and turned around, making the decision that 
they'd rather face the storm at home than 
risk being stuck on the highway. 

The hurricane turned north and pretty 


much spared Houston. On Saturday, people 
began the return to Houston. On the high- 
ways, department of transportation signs 
said, “Massive Traffic Delays to Houston. 
No Gas Available.” The massive traffic 
delays did not abate until late Monday. 
There was no gas available once you left the 
Austin area and Austin had shortages for 
days. 

Under almost perfect conditions the 
broadscale evacuation of Houston was close 
to being a total failure. The people in Hous- 
ton had lots of warning. There was not 
much between Houston and Austin to cause 
traffic problems — in fact, it is the land of 
wide open spaces — and the highways can 
absorb lots of traffic. Houston is surrounded 
by good roads leading inland. If we have so 
much trouble evacuating Houston with 
three days notice, imagine trying to evacu- 
ate it in a day or less. 

We will not have the luxury of three days 
warning for most disasters, natural or man- 
made. A recent cover story in Business 
Week talked about “the Next Big One.” It 
discussed scenarios for natural disasters, 
terrorists attacks, and pandemics. In a nut- 
shell, it said we're not ready for any of 
them. But we all know that, don’t we? 

The best way to fight terrorist attacks is 
to prevent them from where they originate, 
and we are spending billions to do that. We 
may never know what our precautions have 
prevented, but, unfortunately, we'll find out 
what they haven't. We are not ready for a 
pandemic such as the Spanish influenza 
scourge of 1918-1919, which killed 50 mil- 
lion people worldwide. If the avian flu con- 
tinues to successfully spread to humans on a 
large scale and breaks out in this country, 
millions will be infected — perhaps tens of 
millions — with a huge loss of life. (We are 
working on a vaccine.) 

Most natural disasters hit with very little 
warning. Earthquakes give little or no warn- 
ing, tornadoes hardly any warning. 
Although hurricanes are capricious, they 
can give a fair warning but, given what hap- 
pened in Houston and New Orleans, evacu- 
ation on any large scale is not an adequate 
tool. 

Back in 1951, the CONELRAD system was 
established (the acronym is for the Control 
of Electronic Radiation), which was the first 
national alert system in the event of a Sovi- 


et attack on the United States. If such an 
attack occurred, all radio stations were 
required to cease normal transmissions (to 
keep bombers from homing in on their fre- 
quencies as navigation beacons) and special 
frequencies were set up for the public to 
receive emergency alerts. From 1953 to 
1963, all radios sold in the United States 
Were required to have two little triangles on 
their dials so that, in the event of an attack, 
the public could easily find the only two 
frequencies that would be transmitting the 
critical information about what to do. 

By the early 1960s, Soviet missiles had 
made parts of the CONELRAD system 
obsolete (unlike bombers, missiles don’t 
utilize radio waves for navigation), and in 
1963 the Emergency Broadcast System 
(EBS) was established in its place. This sys- 
tem enabled the president to address the 
entire nation on most all frequencies. The 
system was expanded so that the National 
Weather Service and FEMA could utilize 
the EBS in state and local emergencies. You 
have all seen or heard the test pattern, the 
tone, and then the announcement “This is a 
test. This station is conducting a test of the 
Emergency Broadcast System. This is only 
a test.” 

The EBS morphed into the Emergency 
Alert System (EAS) in 1994. The tests are 
now shorter and less frequent, alerts and 
announcements are available in Spanish as 
well as English, and cable stations are now 
included. 

As the weeks pass since the two Gulf 
Coast hurricanes, and some politicians and 
pundits point fingers, posture, politicize, 
racialize, pontificate, investigate, and throw 
tantrums, the most important lesson we can 
take awayefrom the Houston evacuation and 
the New Orleans disaster is the following: 
do what you can to be as ready as you can 
to take care of yourself and your family for 
at least a week. Don’t count on driving 
away from a disaster. Do what it takes to 


insure that you are as safe as you can be in 


case you have to stay put in a crisis. 
And get some batteries in your radio. 
The EAS will have something to tell you — 


we can hope that this information does not | 


call for broadscale evacuations.
